REMARKS 


This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated September 17, 2004. 
Claim 1 has been allowed and Applicant has cancelled Claims 3-5 and Claims 7-18 such 
that Claims 2, 6 and 19 are pending. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the pending claims based on 
these amendments and the following remarks. 

The Office Action rejected Claims 2, 6 and 19 under 35 USC 1 12 as indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly clams the subject matter which the 
Applicant regards as the invention.
